Miss B. Edna Galvin, one of the young Western 
omen who has made a thorough study of home economics 
nd who are now helping other Western women in Solving 
ifficult 'household problems, believes that alk womett 
lould approach their household tasks scientifically.

Mis^s B. Edna Galvin comes to Torrance as a member 
f the Safeway Homemakers' Bureau lecturing staff, to 
onduct the Torrance Herald-Safeway Stores three-day!., 
ooklng school at Torrance, beginning tomorrow, Wednes-   
ay, March 2. ,

This young home economist believes that much of the 
oniemakers' time is wasted because of lack of planning, 

contends:
"Where women spend more time in planning they 

>erl(l ieaa in actual work. Managing to save work means 
lat the homemaker ha* to visit herself as an efficiency, 
xpert and survey her job critically to see where time 
ornera may be cut, physical effort lessened and mental 
train diminished." I   -  

She advises all homemakers to model their homes 
along" successful business lines and segregate various tasks . 
nto departments with food heading the list.

"More than half the average woman's time is spent 
with food in buying, preparing, eating and clearing-away 
 and this fact, coupled with the fact that practically all 
iseases come from nutritional sources, should make every 
lomemaker anxious to plan her home in such a. way that 
mportant departments receive proper consideration," is the 
opinion expressed Miss Galvin.

There was a time when the woman whose work was 
never done was pitied for her long hours but admired for 
her accompUsnments. That, however, was in the days 
when there was very little Mn the way of satisfying family 
needs that was not carried out in the home. Today with 
he available facilities in the community, and the use of 
abor-saving devices, the woman who works without en^ 
s still pitied, but is, according to Miss B. 'Edna Galvin 
censured as a poor manager or planner.
